Rethinking 

policy 


L\ fter months of outraged 
J. A.reaction to its plans to 
remove children with Autism 
Spectrum Disorder over the 
age of 5 from the waiting list for 
government-funding Intensive 
Behavioural Intervention (IBI) 
therapy, the Ontario government 
has backed down. 

On June 28, new Minister of 
Children and Youth Services 
Michael Coteau announced that 
the new Ontario Autism Program 
designed to “provide all children, 
regardless of age, with more flexible 
services at a level of intensity that 
meets each child’s need,” will be 
rolled out one year early - in 2017, 
rather than 2018. 

He assured parents of ASD 
children over the age of 5, currently 
on the waiting list, that funding 
will be available to access Applied 
Behaviour Analysis (ABA) or other 
services and supports in the interim 
period, until the new program is in 
place. In-school autism supports 
will also be strengthened. 

Coteau announced an additional 
$200 million investment in autism 
supports and services over the 
next four years, on top of the $333 
million in new funding announced 


in the 2016 budget, over a five-year 
period. The money will support 
earlier diagnoses, additional family 
support co-ordinators, and new 
therapy spaces. 

The announcement was 
welcomed by the Ontario Autism 
Coalition, Alliance Against the 
Ontario Autism Program, Autism 
Ontario, and parents - although 
there was some concern over the 
shift away from IBI, to the less 
intense ABA therapy. 

But the fact remains that the 
government made an error in 
judgement and humanity, when 
it threw 2,200 autistic children 
over the age of 5, currently on the 
waiting list for IBI therapy, under 
the bus by making age 5 the cutoff. 

The way to reduce wait lists for 
a service is never to make more 
people ineligible, but to improve 
the service. And the sooner 
children with Autism Spectrum 
Disorder receive therapy, the better 
the outcomes. 

The province has now addressed 
those concerns. Too bad it didn’t 
think the policy through in the first 
place, instead of putting families of 
children with ASD through so much 
stress, and so many sleepless nights.

ance was stagnant. He sug¬ 
gested that the venue - the 
old Bradford Community 
Centre arena at 125 Simcoe 
Rd. - "is starting to have det¬ 
rimental effects on the event 
itself," with complaints from 
both exhibitors and visitors 


regarding the chilly tem¬ 
peratures and hard cement 

He was asked why the BBT 
didn't bring in carpeting and 
curtains, to make the space 
more usable for the show, or 
hire an event manager. Car¬ 
riere noted that the event is 
a fundraiser for the BBT; to 
make those improvements 
would be "so cost prohibi¬ 
tive,” that it would swallow 
up all revenues. "It's just not 


viable right now.” 

Carriere also talked about 
the BBT’s role as an advocate 
for business and economic 
development, and partner¬ 
ships with the town, Notta- 
wasaga Futures and other 
organizations, to support, 
market and co-host events. 

And he pointed out that, 
with the exception of one 
paid employee, everything 
is done by volunteers. It was 
the lead-in to a request for 
funding from the municipal¬ 
ity. 

Noting that the Greater 
Innisfil Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, a comparable organ¬ 
ization, receives $13,500 a 
year from the Town of Inn¬ 
isfil - and that the Newmar¬ 
ket Chamber of Commerce, 
while it doesn’t receive 
municipal funding, has a 
much broader and larger 
membership base - the BBT 
delegation asked for $10,000 
from the town. 

“We are functional right 
now, we are successful... but 
it's not ideal,” said Carriere. 

Council received the 

budget discussions. As for 
the Bradford Community 
Centre, “that's a very impor¬ 
tant venue in town that we’re 
not optimizing," agreed 
Mayor Rob Keffer. “We do 

better," he said, something

Pickleball comes to Bradford

It’s one of the hottest new sports, 
with one of the oddest names. 

Pickleball - a cross between ten¬ 
nis, table tennis and wiffle ball - is 
catching on, not only among sen¬ 
iors but any age group interested in 
a sport that offers a low-impact ver¬ 
sion of tennis. 

It’s played using a large paddle 
instead of a racquet, and a perfo¬ 
rated bouncing ball, on a modified 
badminton court with a low net 
(only 36” high; 34” at the centre). 
Generally played in pairs, the rules 
require serves to be directed to the 
opposite player, across the net. And 
the ball must bounce once, inside 
the lines, before it can be hit back - 
no slams or smashes. 

“It's a game that people who can't 
play badminton or tennis can play,” 
says Nick Warman, Manager of Cli¬ 
ent and Recreation Services at the 
BWG Leisure Centre, where Pickle¬ 
ball is offered as a drop-in pick-up 
game, in the gym. 

During the year, Pickleballers 
meet on Mondays, Wednesdays 
and Fridays in the Leisure Centre; 
during the summer months, in July 
and August when day camps will 
also be using the facilities, games 
will be offered Tuesdays, Wednes¬ 
days and Fridays - 12:45 p.m. on

Tues. and Fri., and Weds, at 11 a.m., 
for an hour and a half. 

So what about the name? There’s 
a story that Joel Pritchard, the Wash¬ 
ington State Representative who 
helped invent the game in 1965, 
named it after his dog “Pickles." 
In fact, wife Joan Pritchard has 
reportedly said, the game was 
named after the “pickle boat” - the 
last boat to return to the harbour, or 
in rowing, the last boat to be crewed, 
where the oarsmen are picked from 
the leftovers of other boats. When 
Pritchard and his guests went to set 
up a badminton game, they couldn’t 
find the shuttlecock - and ended up 
improvising, using a wiffle ball, and 
making paddles out of plywood 
taken from a shed. 

“The dog was named for the 
game,” Joan said. 

Whatever its origin, the game 
“is a ball,” says player Dave Mor¬ 
ton. "People of all ages, all shapes 
and conditions - we have all kinds

come out to play.” 

The growing popularity in Can¬ 
ada has seen the number of places 
where Pickleball is played dou¬ 
ble since 2010 - but the popular¬ 
ity here is nothing compared to the 
U.S., where there are thousands of 
identified Pickleball locations, from 
Alaska to Florida, and leagues and 
tournaments for its tens of thou¬ 
sands of players.
